Patricia Yoon Sun Ahn, violin 
Oleksander Mycyk, cello 

Ben Smith, piano 


Twenty-one year old Korean-Canadian 
violinist Patricia Yoon Sun Ahn is 
currently completing a Bachelor of Music 
degree at University of Toronto where she is 
under the tutelage of Scott St. John. At U of 
T, Patricia has been concertmaster of the 
Chamber Orchestra, and assistant 
concertmaster of the Symphony Orchestra. 
She has participated in master classes with 
Mark Fewer, Pamela Frank, Gwen Hoebig, 
Annalee Patipatanakoon and extensively 
with the St. Lawrence String Quartet. 
Patricia recently spent a summer at the Banff 
Centre where she studied with Lorand 
Fenyves and Erika Raum, and was featured 
as a soloist with the Baroque Orchestra. 
Prior to U of T, Patricia attended the Claude 
Watson School for the Arts, where she won 
the Musician of the Year Award and 
performed Saint Saens’ Violin Concerto with 
the Earl Haig Symphony Orchestra. In the 
coming season, Patricia will be featured as a 
soloist in the Mooredale Series with Min- 
Jeong Koh, performing Vivaldi’s Double 
Concerto. In the fall Patricia will continue 
her studies at University of Toronto, 
pursuing a Master of Music degree under 
Erika Raum. 


Oleksander Mycyk is in his second year of 
undergraduate studies in the Bachelor of 
Music in Cello Performance program with 
Simon Fryer at the University of Toronto. 
Oleksander began his cello studies at the age 
of eight with Linda Bardutz. A multiple 
scholarship and award winner at local and 








provincial music festivals, Oleksander was 
also a National Finalist in both the Canadian 
Music Competition and the Canadian Music 
Festival. He served as principal cellist of the 
Saskatoon Youth Orchestra and enjoyed three 
seasons as a member of the Saskatoon 
Symphony Orchestra. In the summer of 2001 
he toured Canada with the National Youth 
Orchestra. Furthermore, Oleksander has 
performed with the Spiritoso Strings and the 
Prairie Virtuosi with whom he appeared as 
guest soloist. This past summer he partici- 
pated in his second Masterclass Program at 
the Banff Centre for the Arts under the 
direction of Professors Aldo Parisot and 
Shauna Rolston. 


Ben Smith is twenty-two years old and a 
native of Chatham, Ontario. He is currently 
finishing his undergraduate degree in 
performance at the University of Toronto 
studying with renowned duo pianist James 
Anagnoson. His previous teachers have 
included pianist Andrea Battista of 
Burlington and violist Henry Janzen of 
Guelph. Ben received both his ARCT and 
A.Mus when he was 16 and has twice won 
the OMFA provincial competition held 
annually in June. Last May he was the 
winner of the Edward Johnson Competition 
in Guelph and will perform in the festival 
series there this year. He has also been a 
finalist in the CMC and Toronto Symphony 
concerto competitions and, in addition to 
chamber music, is active as an accompanist, 
composer, arranger and organist. Previous 
engagements include concerto performances 
with the Clairion Symphony Orchestra 
(Sarnia) and the New Symphony Orchestra 
(Chatham). In May 2005 he will perform 
Mozart’s last piano concerto, K. 595 with 












Orchestra London. His studies continue this 
summer at the Banff Centre for the Arts and 
in September at the Glenn Gould Profes- 
sional School.
